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REPORT OF THE MEETING OF THE SECTION ON 
COMPARATIVE LEGISLATION OF THE AMERI- 
CAN POLITICAL SCIENCE ASSOCIATION. 

McCoy Hall, Johns Hopkins University, 

Baltimore, Md., December 28, 1906. 

The meeting was called to order at eight : fifteen p. m., by 
Jeremiah W. Jenks, chairman. The minutes of the Com- 
mittee on Comparative Legislation, to which this section suc- 
ceeded, were read and filed.
